Each of the defendants are residents of 
Lincoln, Nebr. The defendant company is 
the successor of the Knights Templar and 
Mason Life Indemnity Company organized 
in 1884 and has more than $20,000 in 
policies outstanding. 


LESE MAJEST 
GUSTS HIM JOB 


Stier Relused To Aid the 
Yacht Sylph, 


As Result of Failure to Give Aid to 
the Boat on Which President’s 
Wife Had Ridden, Ship 
Captain Loses Com- 

mission. | 


Washington, September 1!19.—The faii- 
ure of Captain W. H. Hotville, as master 
of the United Fruit Company's ship 
Oteri, to give assistance to the United 
States ship Sylph, which was disabled 
of: the coast of North Carolina on th3 
night of April 12, has cost him his po- 
sition through the revocation of his 
license by the United States steamboo:t 
iy spection service. 
This action was taken by inspection of- 
ficers at Norfolk, Va., on September 12, 
and the correspondence made public to- 
day by the department of commerce anit 
labor. The distress of the Sylph oc- 
curreg while Lieutenant Evans was bring- 
ing the vessel up the coast from Florida 
where it had been used by Mrs. Roose- 
velt and her children for a cruise. 
Sylph Was in Bad Shape. 

It appears from the evidence gathere4 
by the steamboat inspection service that 
Captain Hotville made liftle effort 1» 
aid the Sylph. The accusation of Lieu- 
tenant Evans and reply of Captain Hot- 
ville do not materially differ, except tha’ 
Hotville offered an excusc for his action, 
In the inspection service it is said this 
excuse is the most damaging evidenc: 
obtained. 
Lieutenant Evans, in his report, says 
that he was entirely helpless and the 
Oter!i knew it. He then tells of. the 
rescue on the morrting of the thirteenth, 
by the Morgan liner E] Cid, which put 
about from her course to New Orleans. 
The Sylph was taken in tow, but ita 
condition was so bad that the Morgan 
lirer was compelled to slow down from 
iC to 15 knots and later to 3 knots an 
hour, The report of Lieutenant Evans 
closed with this statement: 

“t am firmly convinced that haq the 
Bl Cid not taken us into port, the Syipa 
and ail her people would have beep lost.” 


The report of the idnspector says the.

INJUNCTION TO STAND | 
AGAINST CITY BOARD 


State Board Is Declared Su- 
preme in Matters of 
Quarantine, 


JUDGE PENDLETON HOLDS 
CITY CANNOT INTERFERE 


Local Boards Supreme in Other Mat- 
ters and Carnot Be Superseded, 


| 


But S*ate Board Has Exclus- 
ive Control of Quarantine. 
City to Appeal. 


The state board of health is supreme 
in matters of quarantine; loca] boards 
are supreme and cannot be superseded In 


matters of vaccination, sanitation and 


the like. 

Such in substance ‘is. the decision of 
Judge John T. Pendleton in making per- 
manent the injunction asked for by the 
state-board of health against the Atlan- 
ta board of health, to prevent interter- 
ence by the latter in the state quar- 
antine. rendered at the conclusion of 
the hearing yesterday afternoon. 

In other words, the city must cease to 
interfere in the transportation of through 
passengers who are being conducted be- 
tween the state lines by officers of the 
state board of. health. 

Judge Pendleton characterized as _ludi- 
erous th eposition of the city in demand- 
ing the right to inspect passengers and 
ask if they.are going to stop in Atlanta, 
when such passengers are locked tght- 
ly in their cars and not permitteq by 
the state board to have them within the 
jimits of the state. 

The decision of Judge Pendleton was 
rendered at the conclusion of the ar- 
gument of City Attorney James L. May- 
son, for the city, the court stating that 
he did not care to hear from Attorney 
General Hart on the state’s side of the 
case. 

City Will Appeal. 

After the decision was rendered, City 
Atterney Mayson stated the city would 
appeal the case to the supreme court. 
Mayor Woodward said a conference on 
this subject would be helg by the city 
board of health this morning. 

As the supreme court is not now .in 
session, ana will net be until October 2, 
after which it will require some time 
to get a final decision, the state board 
will, of coursé, remain in control of the 
situation undér Judge Pendleton’s order, 
during the remainder of the present ses- 
son; that is, until frost arrives and erad- 
icates the yellow fever pest. 
Nevertheless, the city, of course, wants 
to know just where it stands, and the de- 
cision of the supreme court will be 4 
matter of importance for the future. 
It is possible the same condition of af- 
fairs might present itself again next 
year. 

As a result of the court’s decision,~ it 
may be stated that the cases made by 
the city against State Inspectors Frank 
Meador and Tom Lynch and against 
Pullman Conductors Kettner and Brooks, 
will not be tried by fhe recorder, it 
Was understood when the cases were 
postponed yesterday that they would not 
be tried in the event the state board 
secured a permanent injunction against 
the city board. ; 

May Ask Cooperation, 

Now that the question has been decided 
in the statg board’s favor, it is not. un- 
likely that that Body will pass a reso- 
lution asking the city of Atlanta to co- 
operate with it in enforcing the State 
quarantine. 

There was some talk along this line 
among the members of the state board 
immediately following the conclusion of 
the hearing. Several members of the 
state board stated they haq no feeling 
whatever in the matter, and would like 
to have the assistance of the city in en- 
forcing the state quarantine. 

Says Atlanta is Open. 

At the conciusion of the hearing Mayor 

Woodward made the following | state- 


ment: 

“Atlanta is always Atlanta. We wel- 
come everybody to ‘come to Atlanta. 
I regard thie as an Atianta quarantine 
and not a state quarantine. No evi- 
dence has been. shown to the contrary. 
Atlanta’s health will court infection. It 
has done so in the past and will xeep 
up the same record in the future. We 
have never failed to keep up the héalth 
record of the city, and we have no 
fears for the future. Atlanta's doors 
are open to you. Come to Atlanta; we 
fear nothing from any ‘clime. 

“I am ‘satisfied Atlanta’s course within 
the last five weeks has brought l.ere 
from 1,000 to 1,500 permanent resi- 
dents.’’ 


Judge Pendleton’s Decision. 


When City Attorney Mayson had con. 
cluded: his argument, Judge Pendl¢ton, 
after stating be did not care to hear 
from Attorney General Hart, in grant- 
ing the permanent injunction against 
the city board, said substantially: 

“This case resolves itself into an in- 
interpretation of the legislative act of 
1903 creating the s6tate board of health. 
A good many questions have been 
brought into the argument here which 
are not necessary to be -considered and 
will not be considered by the court, The 
powers of the respective boards of health | 
are indicated by. the third section of| 
the act. This section states in the first 
Place that the state board. shall bs 
supreme in matters.of quarantine. This 
section is also pregnant with a nega- 
tive proposition to the effect thai in 
some matters local boards shall be su- 
preme and shall not be superseded by 
the state board. The acg means that 
tne state board shall not supersede ioca] 
boards in matters in’ Which the fatter 
have jurisdiction, but tn the matter of 
quarantine the state board {* supreme, 
and the loval boand cannot do anything 
in conflict with the. state board in ‘this 
matter, 


Power of Local Boards. 


“There are some things in which the 
local boards are supreme as have 
stated. For instance, the matter of vac- 
cination. The state board cannot cém- 
pel vaccination; that is left to the 1 mal 
board. Then there are other matters 
in which the lecal boa?td is supreme,

| WHISKY DEALERS 


Congressman Griggs Secures Im- 
portant Ruling from Yerkes 


Plan of Southern Planters Giving 
Orders to Hands For Liquor 
Caused Issue as to Their 
Being Retail Dealers in 
the Fiery Fluid. 


Dawson, Ga., September 19.—(Special.) 
Congressman James M. Griggs has re- 
ceived a communication from Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue John W. 
Yerkes, which will be of deep interest not 
only. to those planters who are directly 
interested in the result of charges 
brought against them recently and to 
which this communication has refer- 
ence, but to farmers of the south gen- 
erally. 

Some weeks ago agents of the revenue 
service in Georgia pronounced a number 
of farmers in this section retail liquor 
dealers and demanded license for this 
vocation from them, in view of the fact 
that the Jatter had given orders to their 
hands for whisky. Congressman Griggs, 
believing that such action was unjust, 
immediately took up the matter with the 
commissioner himself. In his letter to 
Mr. Yerkes on the subject he went into 
the matter in the minutest detail, outlin- 
ing the general practice in the south of 
farmers giving their hands orders for all 
sorts of supplies and making a strong 
argument for the dismissal of charges 
and demand for license that had been 
made, : 

In reply to this letter the commissioner 
gives it as his present opinion that it will 
not be just to enforce these payments, 
diating, “I do not think it proper for the 
bureau to inforce these payments of men 
who have followed the line of transaction 
set forth so clearly by you in your let- 
ter."’ While this opinion is not final, 
still the commissioner’s letter as a whole 
would seem to indicate that he wili not 
find reason to change his mind after a 
fuller study of the matter. 

The construction of the law as seen by 
the special agents in the first instance 
would mean that a vast number of 
planters throughout the south would be 
branded retail liquor dealers and required 
to pay the license prescribed by law for 
this class. Judge Griggs’ elicitation of the 
commissioner's opinion, therefore, was a 
Wry timely and important action and 
the commissioner’s statement with refer- 
ence to the matter will be gladly read by 
planters generally in the southern states. 

Commissioner Yerke’s Letter. 

The following is the commissioner's 

letter in full: | 


“Washington, D. C., September a 
1905.—Hon. James M. Griggs, M. C., 
Dawson, Ga. My Dear Sir: Upon my. re- 
turn to this office my attention has been 
called to pour letter of September ta 
relative to action recently taken by the 
internal revenue force in Georgia to hold

as retail liquor dealers planters and 
farmers who, under local conditions ex- 
isting in-your state, and, I may say, in 
many other states, have uniformly given 
to tenants and employees orders on mer- 
chants for goods, wares and merchandise 
desired by these tenants and employees, 
ersonal financial condition 
perhaps would not lead to the extension 
of credit on the part of the merchant. 

“The question is whether a planter 
who gives an order to a tenant or em- 
ployee, and which order directs the mer- 
chant to deliver to said employee and 
charge to the planter goods, wares and 
merchandise, including spirituous liquors, 
thereby becomes a retail liquor dealer and 
Subject to the special tax imposed on 
this -vocation by federal laws. 

“It is barely possible that a strict con- 
struction of the statutes would lead to 
this conclusion. 

“The planter owes his laborer and gives 
him In part payment an order on a re- 
tail liquor dealer, say for a quart of 
whisky. The laborer presents the order 
and receives the whisky. The order is to 
deliver to the bearer and charge to the 
planter’s -account. 

“The first question to be considered is: 
To whom did the retail liquor deater 
make the sae? Not to the laborer direct- 
ly. for the liquor was furnished to him 
without pay from the laborer and was 
not charged to the laborer’s account, but 
to that of the planter. 

“The merchant looks to the planter for 
reimbursement. Seemingly then the sale 
was made to the planter: and then when 
the planter retains,. out of the moneys 
due by him to the tenant or laborer, an 


hamount sufficient to cover these various 


orders, incituding those for whisky. it is 
possible that he could be held as the di- 
rect #ller of the spirits to the tenant or 
haborer, 

“This custom has existed for vears and, 
I imagine, is not confined to any distinct 
locality or section. None of these plant- 
ers or farmers have for a moment con-

But i? the act is a clear violation of the 
language of the statute. then, in view of 
the lone prevalence of the custom, it 
seems but equitable ‘and fair on the part 
of the government to give motice to its 
citizens. ee 
“If the planter, instead of giving a di- 
rect order to the tenant or employee, 
authorizing the merchant to. furnish 
whisky to the tenant or employee and 
charge the amount to the planter. had 
directed the merchant to give credit to 
the tenant or employee to the amount 
desired, and if the tenant or employee 
did not pay. then that the planter would 
he responsible, making himself a guar- 
antor, there would be no elément of 
doubt as to the act being absolutely be- 
vond the reach of the federal statute.

Texas, Indian and Oklahoma Ter- 
tories’ Cotton Crop Small, 


In Comparison With Last Year, The 
Galveston-Dallas News’ Reports 
Indicate That the Condition 
of the Staple is Not Up 

to the Standard. 


Dallas, Texas, September 19.-—-(Special.) 
The Galveston-Dallas News will tomor- 
row publish reports from 600 correspond- 
ents in Texas and Indian Territory, giv- 
ing the condition of the cotton crop in 
Texas and Indian and Oklahoma terri- 
tories in comparison with the same time 
last year, and alsc comparing the yield 
per acre. 

On this basis, the average for Texas is 
shown as 14.11 per cent worse: Ipdian 
Territory, 17.28 worse; Oklahoma, 11.20 
worse. This indicates’ a production of 
2,214,866 bales for Texas; 350,791 for 
Indian Territory, and 250,408 for Okla- 
roma. 

Recent rains have revived the plant 
somewhat in northern Texas, and it is 
again fruiting in most localities. ‘The 
actual production depends largely upon 
the occurrence of frosi. The crop in 
the northern half of the state is in all 
stages of development, ranging from 
bloom to bale, much of it having been 
planted late. Picking is just beginning 
in the northernmost counties. Midwa 
between the aorthern and svuthern lim- 
its, 25 to 35 per cent of tie crop has 
been picked. In the northern portion 
of the state picking is weli advanced, 
ranging from 50 per cent to completion. 

Tone output in that district is much 
above that of last year, and Many coun- 
ties report the best crop since 1900, 
Plants have not (ruited for sume weeks: 
past. 

Farmérs are preparing to burn 
stalks to. prevent hibernation of wee- 
vils. As a rule, labor four.-picking is 
plentiful, and the prices lower than 
usual. Generally, the crop has been sus 
as fast as picked. The crop in Indian 
and Oklahoma territories has deteriorated 
and is late in both. Labor is in abund- 
ant supply, except in the western part 
of Oklahoma, where it is very scarce.

In its issue of jast Sunday The Journal 
undertook in a covert way t meet our 
statement of a fact of history by ignor- 
ing the main fact—the decision of the 
supreme court—and qubdted from the de- 
cision of the interstate commerce com- 
mission to sustain its. contention. 

Now, a8 we understand it, the editor of 
The Journal was graduated a few years 
ago from the law to the editorial tripod. 
Some of us in the ranks of newspaper 
workers did not come by ‘that route, or 
through that ‘school, but nevertheless a 
good editor must of necessity be a pretty 
good lawyer in some respects—not a 
specia] pleader, but a man of well round- 
ed experience and a broad comprehension 
of legal principles and practices. 

We are surprised, therefore, in view of 
his legal training, that the editor of The 
Journa] did not know that it is‘ not per- 
mitted in the practice to cite a decision 
which a higher court has reversed with- 
out informing the court that the opinion 
cited had been reversed. 

But that ie just what The Journal did 
in the Nashville-Chettanooga case! The 
editor-lawyer of The Journal] may have 
been ignorant of that rule, but he was 
not ignorant of the fact, because The 
Telegraph pointed out the fact to him 
(last week) that the supreme court had 
overruled this case in favor of the Nash- 
ville rates. 

The shifting of the facts showed that a 
long while ago the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road found, when it entered Nash- 
ville, water competition via the Ohio and 
the Cumberland rivers between Cincinnati 
and Nashville, a distance of aboys 600 
miles. Those water rates are now from 
25 to 50 per cent lower than the present 
railroad rates. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville established a comparatively lower 
rate, therefore, Between Ohio river points 
and Nashville. In course of time other 
lines from the seaboard got abroad in 
the land, and went into Nashville. They 
had to adjust their rates to meet the 
Nashville rate. To do this they had to 
hau] stuff from fhe seaboard through 
Chattanooga to Nashville cheaper than 
the rate from the seaboard to Chatta- 
nooga. or not haul any of it at all. This 
fact gave ground for the suit which 
Chattanooga . brought before the _ inter- 
state commerce commission. This latter 
body held that water competition at 
Nashville did not amount to much now. 
and therefore Chattanooga was entitled 
to the Nashville rate. The case was car- 
ried to the circuit court, and ‘“‘whiist not 
approving the reasoning by which the 
commission had sustained the order by 
it entered,’’ says the supreme court, 
“nevertheless on other grounds affirmed 
the command of the coOmmission.”’

This Contention Ludicrous. 

“There is one contention of the eity 
which strikes me as Ilulicrous: Here 
is a car containing passengers with doors 
locked so that they cannot even come 
out on the platform, and kept locked 
during its passage through the state, 
and yet the city claims the right to 
go into that car and ask them if they 
are going to stop In Atlanta and where. 
And yet the state board doesn't propose 
to permit them to stop fh the state at all. 

“This act is perfectly conststent: In 
matters of quarantine the state is su- 
preme:; in all matters of sanitation anid 
the ike, local boards have supreme 
authority dnd cannot be superseded by 
ine state board. 

“In my opinion the stste board its er- 
titled to an injunction to prevent any 
interference with the carrying of throug. 
passengers through the state. I. wish to 
confine the injunction to the matter 
of state quarantine, and in that matter 
the local board must not interfere. That 
is all I wish to enjoin, and you may 
Trepare an order to that effect.’ 

City Attorneys’ Argument. 

When the court met at 3:80 p. m. City 
Attorney Mayson said in opening his 
argument for the city board of health 
that the petition of the state board re- 
minded him of the Irishman who was 
seen beating a dead snake, and when 
asked his reason for it, said: ‘‘Faith. I 
want to show him there’s punishment 
after death.” It looked as if the state 
wanted not only to make the city take 
its medicine, but to make it look pleas- 
ant. 

Mr. Mayson dered that the locking of 
cars was the only issue in the cage. 
There were other matters. The petition 
asked that the city be enjoined from 
interfering with the state board and also 
that it be stopped from inviting people 
to come within her borders. These are 
the questions. 

The whole trouble arises from the fact 
that the state board wanted to super- 
sede and dominate the local board in At- 
lanta, Mr. Mayson said. The city would 
agree, he said, never to interfere with 
the state board outside the city limits 
of Atlanta: but the city also desired 
to be let alone inside the limits where the 
city board was fully competent and had 
plenty of money to take care of the 
health of its people. 

Mr. Mayson declared the act showed 
the legislature intended that the state 
board of health should never supersede 
or interfere with local boards. As a 
matter of fact,: it was clear that the 
regislature intended the state board to be 
an advisory board only. 

Tt was a rule of law in legisiative acts 
that where there were two divergent ex- 
pressions, the last one should govern. 


The court agseented to this propvusition, 
stating that while the reverse was true |

of contracts, it was not In case of legisia- 
tive acts. Mr. Mayson held, therefore, 
that the expression stating that the state 
ooard should not supersede jocal boards, 


but should act in harmony with them, if { 


anything, repealed the sentence giving. 
the state board supreme authority in 
matters of quarantine. 

Mr, Mayson also argued at length the 
legislative intent with a view to show- 
ing that-the act was purposely so framed 
as not to permit any interference with 
local boards of health. 

Under State Board’s Orders. 

He read from the rules and regulations 
of the state board of health the [follow- 
ing to show that on last Saturday the 
city board had the authority of the state 
board itself for inspecting the cars and 
passengers, as it sought to do: 

“That whenever quarantine jis declareé, 
all raflroads, steamboats or other com- 
mon carriers, and the owners, consignees, 
or assignees of any railroad, steamboat, 
stage, or other vehicle used for the 
transportation of passengers, baggage or 
freight,. shall submit to any rules or 
regulations imposed by any board of 
health or health officer; they. shal] sub- 
mit to any examination required by the 
board of health, or health officer; they 
shall submit to any examination required 
by the health authorities respecting any 
circumstance or event touching the 
health of the crew, operatives or pas- 
sengers, and the sanitary condition of 
the baggage and freight,’ ete. 

‘Would the legislature Have created a 
board of health without giving it a cent 
of money, and put it in authority over a 


|real live, active and efficient board like 


that of Atlanta?’’ Mr. Mayson_ asked. 
“These are elegant gentlemen on the 
state board, and they hold positions of 
honor, but without authority.” 

If the state board had the right to issue 
ordera to the local! board, then the city 
board of health might as well go out of 
business, for it would stave no func- 
tions. 

The city admits the right of the state 
board to exercise its authority where 
there are no local boards, Mr. Mayson 
Said, but insists that the minute those 
cars touch the city limits of Atianta, the 
doors must be unlocked, and the city per- 
mitted to inspect them. 

Demurrer is Argued. 

Mr. Mayson concluded with a legal ar- 
gsument in behalf of the city’s demurrer, 
holding that the state board of health 
had no right to bring such a suit, but 
In law the suit to stand at all should 
have been brought in the name of the 
State and against the city of Atlanta, and 
not. against the city board of health, 
which cannot be sued. 

Mr. Mayson intimated that the state 
board itself had not passed the order 
directing that the car doors be locked on 
coming into the state. If this order were 
simply issued by the president and sec- 
retary, Mr. Mayson contended it was of 
no force, because the state board had no 
right in law to delegate to its president 
and secretary any executive authority 
whatever. The state board charged that 
unless the city board was enjoined there 
would be great injury and damage’ to 
the state. Atlanta did not permit any 
refugees to leave the city on health ver- 
tificates unt!) after they had been here 
ten days. Atlanta, therefore, was the 
only place that could be hurt, and !f At- 
lanta wanted to be hurt by inviting 
people to come within her gates, why 
should the state board of health or any- 
body elee, object, so long ag it doesn’t 
hurt them. Mr. Mayson said it seemed 
to him the state board was on top now, 
and he could not see where it had any 
need for an injunction. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mayson’s ar- 
gument Judge Pendleton granted the per- 
manent injunction, ag stated. 
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ANOTHER HITCH 
FOR MOROCCANS 


France and Germany Again 
at Outs on Ques- 
tion, 


Paris, September 19.—Another crisis 
has arisen in the negotiations between 
France amd Germany relative to the 
Morocean conference. This has resulted 
in a suspension of the meetings between 
Dr. Rosen and M. Reveil, respectively, 
the specia] plenipotentiaries of Germany 
and France. Their last meeting occurred 
three days ago and there is no present 
sign of the resumption of their confer- 
ences. Dr. “Rosen in the meantime 1s 
seeking instructions from Berlin, but 
the extended delay begins to excite ap- 
prehension in official quarters that Ger- 
many will not yiela upon points which 
France considers essential. 

The foreign office, however, continues 
to view the situation as being suscepti- 
ble of adjustment and specifically denies 
the alarmist report in a French news- 
paper that the German demands include 
the port of Mogador on the Atlantic 
coast of Morocco. The following offi- 
cial statement was made to the Associat- 
ed Press today on the subject: 

“The question of the cession of the 
port of Mogador does not enter into the 
negotiations in any form for the obvious 
reason that Germany and France in 
their exchange of notes have specifically 
agreed to maintain the integrity of 
Moroccan territory. Therefore, it is im- 
possible to negotiate upon the cession 
of Mogador or any other part of the 
Moroccan territory.” 

When questioned today concerning the 
renewed tension in the Franco-German 
negotiations, Dr. Rosen made a reassur- 
ing statement, saying: 

‘The alarmist reports in some French 
newspapers are quite unwarranted. The 
questions involved are of supreme im- 
portance to both countries, therefore M, 
Revell is proceeding slowly and cautious- 
ly, not desiring a hasty solution but 
seeking an adjustment which will leave 
the ?uture free from further trouble. Af- 
ter an hour’s delay rather than accept 
a lame, uncertain agreement which 
would. be a continual source of future 
conflict rather than a definite assurance 
of peace. Both of us seek an accord 
equitable and honorable for both coun- 
tries and one not wounding the legiti- 
mate self-respect of either country. 
Therefore, the prolongation of the nego- 
tiations ought not to excite apprehen- 
sin of alarm, and it shows we 4fe try- 
ing to reach a durable accord. The for- 
eign office’s denia] that Germany was 
demanding the cession of Mogador also 
served to reassure public sentiment and 
exercised a steadying influence on the 
bourse.”

The will stipulates 
if Mrs. Simmons wil] not claim a year’s 
support and her dower and will consider 
the moneys paid to the children as ad- 
vances, not to be taken into considera- 
tion in the division of the estate, that 
the money advanced her wil] not be 
taken into consideration either when the 
estate is divided equally among the wife 
and three children.

If pronounced sane, he will be 
executed at the conclusion of the resplie 
unless the prison commission and gov- 
ernor should grant executive clemency 
and commute him to life imprisonment. 

Neither the application for commuta- 
tion to life imprisonment nor the extra- 
ordinary motion for new trial recently 
filed will be pressed until] the question of 
Vining’s sanity has been disposed of by 
this board of physicians.

San Francisco, September 19.—Billy 
Nolan, manager for Battling Nelson, the 
prize fighter, has made a statement that 
a fund of $7,000 was raised in San Fran- 
cisco to defeat the Ralston anti-prize 
fight bill at the last session of the state 
legislature. 

He charges that Harry Corbett, with 
whom he had deposited $2,500 forfeit 
money prior.to Nelson’s recent fight 
with Britt, is holding $1,000 of the forfeit 
money as Nolan’s share of the alleged 
corruption fund used at Sacramento. 

Corbett admits holding the money, 
but says olan owes him that amount. 
He denies that any money was paid leg- 
islators to defeat the prize fight bill. 

During the, last session of the California 
legislature Senator Ralston introduced a 
bill prohibiting professional prize fights 
in the state. The bill passed the senate 
and enough votes were pledged to insure 
its passage in the house. A few days 
before the bill came up for considera- 
tion in the assembly a delegation of San 
Francisco gamblers and prize fight man- 
agers and promoters invaded Sacra- 
mento. 

They did considerable entertaining and 
when the anti-prize fight bill came up for 
consideration it was defehkted. Since 
then San -Francisco has become the 
prize fight center of the country. No- 
lan’s charges were published here and 
District Attorney Seymour, of. Sacra- 
mento, has announced that as s00n as 
he is through with the case of ex-Sena- 
tor Emmons, who is on trial for accept- 
ing a bribe, he will call the matter to the 
attention of the Sacramento grand jury.
